trol, revealed a comprehensive plan 
to effect striking reforms In all the 
state schools and reformatories. For 
three months Mr. Nelles baa been in 
active charge of the school at Whit­ 
tler, and Governor Johnson and other 
alate officials 
consider that during 
that time the feasibility and practic­ 
ability of a golden rule treatment of 
state school inmates has been proven. 
Nelles will leave Los Angeles today 
for the capital, but until bl* succes­ 
sor Is appointed at Whittier he will 
devote part of his time to wort there. 
The directors tor the State School 
have not yet decided upon a suitable 
successor to Mr. Nelles. 
Since he accepted the position at 
Whittler School Nelles 
has 
fought 
the belief that It was necessary 
to 
maintain discipline through fear of 
punishment. 
With the 
support 
of 
Dr. Coffin, Major Cole and other of­ 
ficials of the Institution, Nelles Insti­ 
tuted a merit system: abolished the 
instruments and methods of Inflicting 
punishment, and preached the neces­ 
sity of self-control, 
self-government 
and self-respect. 
Although 
three 
months 
passed 
quickly and other reforms wars not 
Initiated, Mr. Nelles knows that his 
plan was successful. He believes he 
has done some real reforming 
and 
that the inmates of the school have 
taken a different view of life 
and 
their 
compulsory 
confinement. 
Through the merit system—ha system 
by which well behaved boys and girls 
can secure parole—an inspiration bas 
been put 
before 
the 
delinquents. 
And with rare exceptions the 
new 
policy has been proven effective by 
the students themselves. They bave 
been put on their honor and realise 
their responsibilities.

Of more than passing interest to 
Santa Ana on the eve of beginning the 
work of charter-making is the recent 
adoption In Los Angeles of an amend­ 
ment to the city charter giving the 
municipality the right to examine the 
books of the street railway companies. 
The transportation companies made a 
stiff fight to beat the amendment, but 
the argument advanced on that side 
was altogether unconvincing. As the 
city is entitled under the law to a 
small percentage of the earnings, that 
fact alone was conclusive in favor of 
the measure. 
But the argument for the proposi­ 
tion is much broader than that. 
In 
fact, as pertinently pointed out by the 
San Francisco Call, it applies to all 
public service corporations operating 
in cities. There is an actual partner­ 
ship between the service corporations 
and the cities, and the citizens are, 
therefore, entitled to know 
exactly 
how their money is 
applied. 
They 
have granted exceedingly valuable 
privileges to the corporations, 
and 
they are quite as much entitled to 
know what is being done as the stock 
holders in the enterprise. 
In fact, 
they have contributed the most valu­ 
able part of the property. 
As an example, the Call cites that 
the United Railways of San Francisco 
are easily worth twenty million dol­ 
lars, whereas the plant can be pro­ 
duced for much less than that sum.

HOME RULE IN TAXATION 


The Register recently outlined the 
movement that is under way to se­ 
cure tho submission to the voters of 
an amendment ti) the state constitu­ 
tion providing “home rule’’ in matters 
of taxation. 
So far as we have ob­ 
served Hie press of the state seems 
to favor at least the submission of 
such an amendment. 
T he movement originated on tho 
floor of Hie recent convention of the 
League cf California Municipalities. 
UuUer the present system, which is 
provided for by the state constitu­ 
tion, state and county taxes are sep­ 
arated entirely. While the collection 
of taxes for all local purposes is in 
the hands of local authorities, ail the 
taxes are levied under general laws. 
The context of the proposed amend­ 
ment is “ti) extend the principle of 
home rule in taxation by allowing Jhe 
local authorities to levy 
taxes 
for 
local purposes according to their own 
local regulations and to meet their

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WASHINGTON, June 14.—The Ar­ 
lington Hotel, whose corridors have 
echoed to the steps of countless cel­ 
ebrities during its half century of ex­ 
istence, is being dismantled to make 
way for a gorgeous new hostelry—and 
as a sort of “wake” to the obsequies 
politicians and public men are re­ 
counting a new crop of reminiscences 
about the old hotel. 
Also, second band dealers and a few 
wise collectors are reaping bargains 
in the furniture and 
decorations. 
When the Arlington was built every 
stick of furniture came from the other 
side, and it was of the solid black wal­ 
nut so much in vogue in those days. 
Half a dozen great paintings were im­ 
ported, and artists called on for s o ­ 
cial canvasses to decorate the corri­ 
dors and lobbies. These priceless 
souvenirs have been eagerly sought, 
and brought astonishingly low prices. 
A wonderful glass chandelier, for in­ 
stance, went for a little over $200. It 
cost nearly five times that much. 
The Arlington used to pay its wait­ 
ers 85 cents a day wages, and the 
waiters, in turn, had to pay a “bus 
boy” 75 cents per day. At that it was 
said waiters paid for the privilege of 
working at the hostelry, because of 
the abundance of tips they received. 
J. Pierpont Morgan 
always had a 
suite reserved on the second floor, ov­ 
erlooking a park. 
He wanted the 
same location in the new Arlington, 
and so purchased some stock in the 
uew hostelry, in order that he might 
command this favor. 
Mark Hanna died in the little annex 
to the hotel—a small ivy-covered brick 
house, connected with the main hotel, 
and fronting on -aiayette Park. The 
Metropolitan Club formerly had its 
quarters in the same 
place. Presi­ 
dent McKinley came to the Arlington 
just before his inauguration. He al­ 
ways stopped there. 
Through long years, the old hotel 
has held a sort of coterie of public 
men, in much the same way as New 
York's famous hostelry sheltered the 
“Amen Corner.” There were no flashy 
ginger-bready modern fixtures at the 
Arlington—the service 
was 
precise 
and formal, the wines the most ex­ 
quisite to he obtained, the food above 
reproach, and about it all was the hal­ 
lowed air of ago.* • •

For this responsible work six months 
in the year he will receive $1200. The 
remaining six months he will continue 
his tea farm experiments and other

ture and will receive for that $800. 
A total of $2,000 A year for one of the 
most responsible' tasks in the govern­ 
ment service.

Natural Hair Becoming Scares, Deal­ 
ers in Artificial Product Are 
Driven to Extremities 
No one outside the artificial hair 
business knows the difficulty that 
merchants in hair Moods have experi­ 
enced in getting material of sufficient 
quality—especially In braids— at any­ 
thing like the prices that most people 
hrs willing to pay. Many countries, 
indeed, place such restrictions on wig­ 
makers, owing to hygienic reasons, 
that natural hair is becoming more 
and more rare. 
In certain parts of France the ex­ 
pedient was resorted to of making 
wigs from certain 
fibrinous plants; 
especially was this done with those 
which have served to furnish material 
for rugs aud blankets. 
By splitting 
the fibers very Ape and treating them 
chemically, it was possible to make ar­ 
tificial hair, hut the labor involved the 
aahing of prices that were almost pro­ 
hibitive. Moreover, complaints were 
made that the substitute was not sat­ 
isfactory. Horsehair was treated to a 
Uke process of division and brighten­ 
ing, but the imitation, except for the 
very poor class of trade, signally failed 
Now thanks to a series of experi­ 
ments, it has been found possible to 
utilise spun crystal for the purpoye, re­ 
ducing it to any shade which may be 
desired and to any degree of fineness. 
Indeed, the resemblance to humih hair 
la aald to he all but absolute. 
The 
newproduct has the advantage, more­ 
over, of weighing very little, and “hair” 
made of glass presents an appearance 
of luster and Is, above all, thoroughly 
hygienic.—Harper’s Weekly.

FOR LARGE CROP 


The May crop report by G. E. Mer­ 
rill, of the state horticultural commis­ 
sioner’s office, follows: 
The general prospects for a large 
crop of deciduous fruits are not quite 
so pronounced at this date as our Ap­ 
ril reports indicated. This condition 
does not surprise us, as we pointed 
out in our previous uiscusslon, the 
effect would be more apparent as the 
dry seasuu progressed. 
A summary of the crop conditions 
of the principal deciduous fruits, de­ 
duced from the reports of the county 
horticultural commissioners, follows: 
Almonds—This year’s 
crop of al­ 
monds will doubtless be larger than 
that of last year. This condition Is 
due not so much. perhaps, to a heav­ 
ier set as to the Increased Bise of the 
younger bearing trees and new acre­ 
age coming into bearing. 
Apples — Commissioner Volck of 
Santa Cruz county repbrts that pres­ 
ent sigus indicate a crop of apples in 
Santa Cruz county about equal to that 
of last year, 
when 3,000 cars were 
shipped out. Within the next few 
months, there is, of course, a chance 
that factors may develop that would 
cause us to modify this estimate. In 
Bottoms county, Commissioner Galla­ 
way estimates this crop at HO lier 
cent of last year. This estimate may 
have to be modified later. In other 
counties of the state, the apple crop 
promises to be equal to last year's or 
to exceed It. 
Apricots—At this nato reports from 
Alameda. Santa Clara and 
Orange 
counties 
have 
not 
been 
received. 
Without reports from these counties, 
which are among the heaviest apricot 
producing counties in the state, it is 
impossible to make a general 
esti­ 
mate. Ventura, Contra Coats. Solano 
and Los Angeles counties, all Import­ 
ant apricot growing districts, report 
that this year’s crop will equal or ex­ 
ceed that of last year. 
Cherries—Reports so far received 
lead us to believe i.—t this year’s crop 
will be larger than last year's. 
Id 
some sections record breaking crops 
are reported. 
The packing and ship­ 
ping of the earlier cherries la now 
well under way. 
Peaches—The outlook for a plenti­ 
ful supply of peaches still continues 
good. Reports have been received bf 
a large loss from Peach 
curl 
Leat 
where no attempt was made to con­ 
trol this disease. The dry weather of 
last fall and winter is also having its 
affect. 
Pears—The pear crop promises to 
be about the same as last year's, al­ 
though the fruit Is dropping very bad­ 
ly at present. Commissioner Bloom­

crop at 95 tier cent of last 
year’s. 
Both Sonoma and Mendocino counties 
report better crops than last year.

The following formula of weather 
signs was adopted by the

club of the American Institute some 
years ago, and it has been found to 
give satisfaction: 
When the temperature falls sudden 
ly there la a storm forming south of 
you. When 
the temperature 
rises 
suddenly there is a 
storm 
forming 
north of you. The wind always blows 
from a region of fair weather toward 
a point where a storm is forming. 
Cirrus clouds always move from a 
region where a storm Is in progress to 
one of fair weather, cumulus clouds 
always come from a region where a 
atorm is forming. When cirrus clouds 
are moving rapidly from the north er 
northeast, no matter how cold it Is, 
there will be rain within twenty-four 
hours. When cirrus clouds are mov­ 
ing rapidly from south or southeast 
there will be a hailstorm on the mor­ 
row, if it be in summer, and lf It be in 
the winter there will be snow.

Melvin T. Bender, couneel for 
New York 8tato Automobile Associe' 
tlon, end one of the foremost author! 
ties on automobile legislation in 
East, says the signal clause in 
new Newark traffic ordinance repre­ 
sents the ultimate solution of the au­ 
tomobile noieeleess problem. In dis­ 
cussing this ordinance and the pawl 
bility of its universal adoption, Mr 
Bender said: 
“The problem of quiet lh the opera­ 
tion of motor cars has troubled a good 
many committees and all sorts of at­ 
tempts have been made to solvs it 
No one feature of the automobile has 
been the cause of more senseless and 
impractical legislation than the sig­ 
nal horn. 
“It seems to me that the solution 
has at last been met in a highly sat 
isfactory and reasonable manner by 
the city of Newark and I firmly be­ 
lieve the solution attained there will 
receive universal approval and adop­ 
tion throughout the country generally. 
“The Newark law allows the use of 
the automobile horn only as a warming 
of danger. For any other purpose it 
Is prohibited. In other words I think 
it places the horn where it belongs; 
it makes it a safety device pure and 
simple—not to be tampered with. 
“Instead of attempting to confine 
the signal to any particular kind, as 
In the case of several 
cities 
who 
once sought to prohibit the use of all 
save the bulb-horn, Newark elimi­ 
nates no signal that Is efficient and 
capable of fulfilling its function. 
It puts the ban on feeble, ineffec­ 
tive ‘squawkers’ by making the re­ 
quired signal ‘sufficiently loud to be 
heard under all conditions of traffic;’ 
and tune-playing and 
eccentric 
de­ 
vices by demanding that the note pro­ 
duced be ‘adrupt’ in order to voice 
a true warning; but aside from theee 
entirely reasonable, In fact essential, 
specifications, there is no discrimina­ 
tion. 
“In my opinion the new measure is 
not only going to attain the desired 
reduction in the amount of unneces­ 
sary noise, but it will make the sig­ 
nal all the more effective when it is 
necessary to use it, and thus prove 
of equal if not greater value from the 
standpoint of safety.”
